THE MIKADO'S SON. 


The Crown Prince of Japan Will Probably |i 
Make a Tour of the World Next Year— 
An Interesting Young Man. 


ONDON, Nov. 

come afresh that the Mikado of 

Japan will leave Tokio for a tour of 
the world before the cherry blossoms 
come next year. The rumors are per- 
sistent, but those who know the habits 
of the man who rules in the Land of 
the Rising Sun have doubts as to his 
leaving home so soon. The Mikado 18 
eminently a man of affairs. He is 
deeply concerned in all that affects the 
welfare of far eastern countries. Espe- 
clally has he interested himself in 
China, and, until he sees something 
approaching a trustworthy government 
established there, it is unlikely he will 
allow himself the journey he longs to 
take. 

Haru-no-miya, the Crown Prince, 
may come in his father’s stead, how- 
ever. He has longed to come over ever 
‘since he heard there was a West to 
‘come to. 

Haru-no-miya was born twenty years 
ago, and according to Japanese count- 
ing, his age is 21. The calendar year 
of a child’s birth in Japan is his first 
year, and the next calendar year is his 
second year. Were he born December 
31, his second year would therefore be- 
gin the following day. If you chanced 
to call the next day and ask the nurse, 
“Otishi go ikutsu desuka? (honorable 
ege how much is it?) the maid would 
reply: Futatsu (two.) 
Until he was 10 years old Haru- no- 
miya thought he was the son of the 
Empress. Then some chatterer about 
the palace at Aoyama told him who his 
mother was—a peeress, one of the four 
supernumerary wives of the Mikado. 
These extra wives are all of Kuge 
families—the ancient court nobility de- 
scended from younger sons of Mikados. 
Haru-no-miya's mother. is a countess 
of imperial and very ancient blood. An 
uncle of his on his mother's side has 
been in London several times in the 
suite of exalted Japanese. . 
A SADDENED LIFE. 
Haru-no-miya's mother had her home 
within the Aoyama Palace grounds, a 
complete establishment in its pwn 
house and garden, as had the three 
other countesses. By these the Mikado 
has had some fifteen children, but 
Haru-no-miya is almost the sole sur- 
vivor. The Empress, whom he so long 
thought to be his mother, has not borne 
achild. This has saddened her life, but 
not embittered it, for in Japan, where 
woman's trials never end, such thitigs 
make for sweetness and humility. 
The heart of Haruko Sama is large 
for all Japan.

POPULAR AND DIVINE. 

Haru-no-miya, who is likely to make 
a tour of the western countries next 
year, is an exceedingly popular prince. 
As eldest son of the Son of Heaven, he 
has a prestige in the eyes of the 
Mikado's subjects that is divine. The 
divinity of the reigning house in Japan 
is a fact in Japanese lives. No one 
questions it any mcre than he doubts 
that fire gives out heat. Not a prince 
in Europe these days has such de- 
voutly loyal subjects, for loyalty to the 
person of the Mikado is part of the 
spiritual life of Japan. Haru-no-miya 
is the first heir to the Mikado’s throne 
the Japanese have ever been permitted 
to see, and they have seen much of 
him. With some two of his Chamber- 
lains and a military attendant, he has 
been about the capital on all occasions 
of public interest, and, Uke other 
+ youngsters of good birth, he went to 
the Nobie's school six days in the 
week. Here he became the familiar 
friend of the best of Japanese youth. 
I met him at the school through the 
courtesy of one of the Chamberlains.

It would be difficult indeed for a 
European to understand the way the 
Japanese mind would contemplate oa 
tour of the world by the Mikado. Fu- 
ropeans are accustomed to royal pro- 
gresses, but no Mikado ever went 
pbread. unless we except the female 
Mikado Jingo, who conquered Korea 
in the thi century, according to 
Japanese historians. Until recently 
even the native Japanese could not 
see a Mikado. He reigned, but did 
not rule, in the sacred palace in Kioto. 
Then the Shogeins kept him shut up 
with the Kuge, or court nobles. His 
immediate attendants were women. 
He was too holy to do anything him- 
self. The noble women would not per- 
They clothed bim dally in 
silken robes (he must not wear the 
same garments twice,) they bathed 
him, they kept him from the heat of 
the sun, the — of the wini, and the 
evil influence of the moon. His life 
was that of an infant. As soon as he 
had an heir the Shozem put him eto 
yet greater retirement, whatever that 
might be, and declared there was a 
new Mikado. So, as generations are of 
few years in Japan, there were often 
several Mikados alive at once. 

SIX MIKADOS AT ONE TIME. 

Mr. Chamberlain, emeritus professor 
of Japanese in the Imperial University 
of Tokio, says that at one period in 
the history of this strange and ancient 
line there were as many as six Mikados 
83 all shut off from the world en- 
Even the Shogun, the generalissimo 
and political head of Japan for cen- 
turies before 1868, was too important 
to be seen by the public, shutters went 
up at his approach, and did anyone 
peep, discovery meant death. It was 
rather bewildering, therefore, to the 
Japanese to have the Shogun suddeniy 
become a private citizen, and the Mi- 
kado, the god invisible, come out into 
the light and show himself real fiesh 
and blood, though the natives believe 
the flesh and blood tu be of divine 
origin distinct from that of all other 
persons. The Sun Goddess, Amate- 
rassu, mother of Jimmu Tenno, the first 
of the Mikados, has her sacred picture 
in many Japanese temples. It will not 
do to look upon these pictures without 
proper ceremony, as the following in- 
cident illustrates: 

Viscount Mori, Minister of Education, 
went to Nara to see the famous temple 
there, which the caretakers tear down 
and rebuild with new material every 
twenty years. This rasing and re- 
building has gone on regulariy for over 
twenty centuries. The imperial relics 
are there, a mirror, a sword and & 
crystal sphere, and ‘also a picture of 
Amaterassu, banging behind a curtain. 
The Viscount had no great reverence 
for these things, it seems. At any rate, 
he entered the temple without taking 
off his shoes, a serious breach on his

INTERESTING CASE. 

An interesting case has come before 
Gov. Murphy in connection with the ap- 
plication of John Echols for pardon 
from the Territorial penitentlary. Ech- 
ols was sent to Yuma from Yavapai 
county in 1898, on a ten years’ sentence 
for stage robbery. He was convicted 
of holding up the Crown King coach 
and of feloniously taking therefrom, at 
the muzzle of arifie, the camp mail bag 
and express box.

with a fat sentence for horse stealing. 
From the penitentiary he has sent an 
affidavit, telling that it was he and not 
Echols who robbed the Crown King 
stage. The affidavit recites that he

Thel the deed and that now, stricken with 


something like remorse, he wants to 
sécure the release of one who had done 
no evil. There is a possibility that the 
tale is a true one, but it has been found 
that Echols is by no means of seraphic 
reputation. He has been a hard char- 
acter in Colorado and had served a 
small term in Yuma before. It seems 
probable that both Echols and Ussery 
had knowledge of the Crown King 
But the Governor aver- 
aged matters up and cut down the Ech- 
ols sentence to four years. As a Christ- 
mas gift, Dan Sullivan of Yuma was 
pardoned to be released December 24.

ISTHMIAN CANAL. 


Six of the Nine Commissioners Believed to 
Favor the Nicaragua Route Its Advan- 
tages Compared With the Panama Project. 


ASHINGTON (D. C..) Nov. 19.— 

It is apparently an accepted fact 

that Congress will provide this 
winter for the beginning of work upon 
an isthmian canal. Whence comes this 
air of confidence in regard to the proj- 
ect it is difficult to say exactly. It is 
probably due, however, to the almost 
unanimous demand for such a water- 
way by the people of the United States 
and its evident necessity in view of the 
tremendous growth of the foreign and 
sea-going trade of this country. Both 
political parties declared for a canal 
in their most recent platforms, and 
though there may be some differences 
of opinion as to how it should be built 
and where it should cross the isthmus, 
there seems no room for argument as 
to its advisability as an enterprise. 
It seems to be generally accepted also 
that the present commission, which Is 
investigating the matter at an expense 


of nearly $1,000,000, will report 
in favor of the Nicaragua route. 
There is no tangible evidence to base 


this conclusion upon, for even the mem- 
bers of the commission do not know 
how the matter would stand if a vote 
were taken today. It is believed, how- 
ever, that at least six out of the nine 
commissioners are in favor of Nica- 
ragua as against Panama. The in- 
vestigations of the past year have elim!- 
nated consideration of all other routes. 
A canal is only feasible in Nicaragua 
or in Panama, the next best 
across the isthmus necessitating sev- 
eral tunnels, as the divide at its lowest 
point is about six hundred feet. A tun- 
nel for canal purposes would have to 
be at least two hundred feet high, and 
even then nearly all of the vessels - 
ing through would be requires to low 
their topmasts. 
ONE COMMISSIONER WHO FAVORS 
PANAMA. 

It is noticed that the commissioners 
are apt to favor the route on which they 
are making their report. The present 
commission was subdivided to cover the 
Nicaragua, Panama and other propose‘ 
isthmian canals. It was a foregone 
conclusion that the question! would re- 
solve itself into a cholce- between Nica- 
raus and Panama. Viewed entirely 
from an engineering point of view 
theré might be considerable division of 
opinion within the commission between 
these two enterprises. One of the com- 
missioners at least, George ©. Morri- 
son, is a believer in the superiority of 
Panama. He is a civil engineer and 
contractor of considerable experience, a 
men of strong personality and decided 
convictions. If, after a thorough con- 
sideration of the legal and diplomatic 
sides of the question he still advocates 
the Panama route he might influence 
one or two other members of the com- 

mission. 


This. re- 
port will be sufficiently — 4 
sive to furnish all the necessary data 
needed by the President in his mes- 
sage or by Congress in the enactment 
of a canal bill. It will show that both 
canal schemes are within the bounds 
of engineering possibilities and that 
the actual construction of either one 
can be accomplished within the amount 
which Congrese seems willing to pro- 
vide. Allowing for genuine differences 
as to comparative merits of Nicara- 
gue and Panama, there will be no dif- 
ference of opinion as to the legal and 
diplomatic advantages of the Nicara- 
gua scheme.

VALUE OF PANAMA WORK. 


The Panama Canal Company values 
the work already done and the plant it 
has on hand at $80,000,000. 
The company har been asked re- 
peatedly by the United States author- 
ities to e a definite proposition 
which would give this country a clear 
title to the Panama work, the right 
of way. and clear away the difficul- 
ties involving the transfer of the prop- 
erty from the old and new Panama 
Canal companies. This proposition has 
not yet been forthcoming, and for 
rome reason or other, the Panama peo- 
ple seem disinclined to make it. The 
truth of the matter is that it is doubt- 
ful whether any transfer of this prop- 
erty can be made to the United States, 
owing to the involved condition of its 
affair. This arises from the lien the 
old company has upon the new, the 
wide distribution of canal stock in 
France, and other countries, and the 
peculiar form in which is found many 
of the assets. The new Panama com- 


with the old company whereby, 
of failure to complete the canal, the 
Panama Rallroad would become the 
property of the new shareholders as 
recompense for their investment. In 
case the canal was finished, however, 
the old company was to have received 
a perpetual royalty of about fifty per 
cent. of the net ts derived from 
the operation of the canal. 

OBSTACLES TO THE PANAMA EN- 

TERPRISE. 

There are about two hundred thou- 
sand stockholders in the Panama 
Canal. The sale of the property to the 
United States at any such price as 
this country would pay would prac- 
tically wipe out their investment 
without returning even a portion of the 
capital. In addition to this, there 
would have to be combated the French 
antagonism toward a transfer of these 


cans!l rights to another country. The 
Panama Canal Com y owns 
$80,000,000 worth of neh 


tery bonds which are worth par. These 


hence would have to be taken up before 
they could be wiped out, as would - be 
necessary in the case of a trarsfer to 
the United States. Allowing, for the 
sake of argument, that the Panama 
and Nicaragua routes are equally feas- 
ible. and that the canals could be 
bullt for the same money, it is appar- 
ent that the Nicaragua plan ia far 
preferable in the simplicity of its legal 
and diplomatic features. 

In the case of Nicaragua and Costa 
Rica both of these countries are anx- 
fous for the construction of the great 
waterway. Costa Rica will offer no 
objection, and ask little or no financial 
indemnity. The Nicaraguan govern- 
ment will give all the necessary rights 
and franchises and gwarantee a per- 
petual right of way from ocean + to 
ocean for $5,000,000 or less. The — 
lish rights in the case are the only 
other factor in the situation, and Eng- 
land would be 20 greatly benefited by 
the cana] that there is no disposition 
on her part to put any difficulties in 
the way of its construction.

THE CHILDS SURVEY. 

The report of the commission on the 
Nicaragua route will recommend the 
adoption of the original Childs survey 
from Brito on the Pacific Coast to Lake 
Nicaragua, a distance of 17.76 miles. 
The canal line then crosses the lake a 
distance of 71.34 miles. Leaving the 
lake at the head of the San Juaa 
River, which ie its outlet, the canal 
adopts the river bed as its course for 
56.96 miles to Boco San Carlos, three 
miles above the mouth of the San Car- 
los River. Here the commission has 
found an admirable site for the great 
dam which is to raise the level of the 
river to that of the lake, and from 
which commences the construction of 
the canal proper to the Atlantic Ocean, 
distant 43.98 miles. The high-water 
level of the canal corresponding to 
that of the lake varies slightly with 
the rise and fall of that body of water, 
but averages a trifle over one hundre4 
feet above sea level. Coming from 
the Pacific into the lake there will be 
four locks. From the dam at the 
mouth of the San Carlos it wil! take 
Six locks to let a vessel down to the 
Atlantic level. The route selected 
from San Carlos is what is 
known as the old Lull survey, and it 
enters the Caribbean Sea very near 
Graytown. The original scheme, and 
the one which has been recommended 
by nearly every other commission, 
placed the great dam at Ochoa below 
the mouth of the San Carlos River. 
By building the dam above the mouth 
of this river the present commission 
finds that it can avoid the effects of 
the vast flood waters and sediment 
from the San Carlos, and also escape 
the high artificial embankments along 
the line as surveyed from Ochoa to 
Graytown, which was the contemplated

AS TO THE COST. 

There is a difference of opinion in

$149,000 by others, Owing to the 

recent increase in the tonnage of ocean 

carriers the commission has been 

forced to make estimates for a very 

much larger canal than was originally 

contemplated, one of these estimates 

giving a draft of thirty-five feet. Nec- 

essarily meh an increase in the sige 

will add greatly to the cost as com- 

pared with original estimates, and the 

public not understanding the reason 

will be led to believe that the present 

commission finds the canal to be a 

more expensive undertaking than did 

other commissions. This is not the 

case, however, for quite to the contrary 

the present commission would give a 

lower estimate than did other com- 

missions in such a cana! as was origin- 

ally designed. 

The great engineering feat in the 
construction of either the Panama or 
the Nicaragua Canal isthe building of 
an enormous dam required to regulate 
the flow of water through the locks. 
In Panama this dam is located at Bo- 
hio and is built to form an artificial 
lake to regulate the storm waters and 
to supply the canal through the dry 
season. The Pamana engineers pro- 
pose that this dam shall be built of 
earth and rest upon a clay bed which 
they discovered at this place at a 
reasonable depth. The boring parties 


uncompleted three-fifths of the Pan- 


ot the American commission have been 
looking for a rock foundation for this 
dam, and have gone down 138 feet with- 
out finding it. They discovered the 
clay bed of the French ers, but 
found that it was not of great thick- 
ness and rested on sand. The great 
dam of the Nicaragua project to be 
built across the San Juan River at Boco 
San Carlos is apparently less danger- 
ous in its physical surroundings. Even 
this dam, however, is a gigantic piece 
of work designed to hold back the 
waters of the great river raise the 
surface of that river ninety feet, more 
or lesa, above its present level. 
EITHER PROJECT POSSIBLE. 

The commission finds no impossibill. 
ties, however, in either project. Al- 
lowing that the Nicaragua Canal can 
be built for $140,000,000, and that the 
Panama Canal could be completed for 
$100,000,000, it is evident that the 
United States could not pay the Pan- 
ama people over $40,000,000 for a 
clear title to bring both enterprises 
within the same financial limit, ana 
there is no basis for the supposition 
that the Panama people will or can 
meet any such figure. 

The commission finds that the Pan. 
ama Canal possesses the advantage 01 
quicker construction and shorter pase, 
age for vessels. It finds that the Nice. 
ragua Canal possesses in that grea. 
body of water, Lake Nicaragua, whose 
area is three thousand square miles, a 
never-falling, easily-reguiated water 
supply and an excellent refuge for ves. 
sels desiring repairs. The passage 
through this lake would take the place 
of a dry docking for the purpose 01 
scraping a vessel's hull, as in fresh 
water all of the salt water growths die 
and fall off, As this is an American 
enterprise the time of passage through 
the canal is compensated for by the 
added time which would be consumed 
going down or up from the Panama 
crossing. The Nicaragua Canal always 
has been and is today an American 
enterprise. The Panama Canal is of 
French origin and French ownership. 
Allowing for the sake of argument that 
the routes are equally desirable, that 
one would cost no more than the other 
and that both are equally feasible from 
an engineering point of view, there is 
no question in the minds of the canal 
commissioners but that the Nicaragua 
scheme possesses immense advantages 
in ite freedom from diplomatic and le- 
gal complications, and it will be found 
that this consideration will determine 
the choice in favor of Nicaragua. 


A FALSE ALARM. 


Some attempt has been made by the 
Panama advocates to throw an ele- 
ment of doubt into the situation by 
pointing to the action of Senator 
Hanna in the Senate Committee last 
winter and to the change in the word- 
ing of the canal plank in the Repub- 
lican national platform from Nicara- 
guan to isthmian, thus intimating 
that the administration was prepared to 
take up the Panama route. It can be 
said that the Republican platform had 
to be changed in view of the fact that 
the United States then had a commis- 
sion in the fleld examining both routes 
and it would not have been in good 
taste to have anticipated the decision 

of the commission. 

As for the difference of opinion in 
the Senate Committee last winter it 
may be attributed to two causes. One 
was the objection of some of the Sena- 
tors to the consideration of the canal 
until the Hay-Pauncefote treaty had 
been disposed of, and the other a de- 
sire on the part of some of the Re- 
publican managers not to antagonize 
the transcontinental) railroad interests 
which have been so potent in their an- 
tagonism to the ¢anal, just before the 
opening of a national campaign 

In view of the unanimity with ‘which 
the necessity of an isthmian canal is

Equator Mines Believed to Be 
as Rich as United Verde. 
Arizona News. 


PRESCOTT (Aris. ) Nov. 21. —[ Regular 
Correspondence.}] Senator W. A. Clark 
is expected daily at Jerome. His visit 
to the camp will be one of unusual im- 
portance, for he is to determine the 
question of the place for the reduction 
of the ores of the Iron King group, 
in the Equator district, five miles from 


mines of the old Equator group are 
fully as rich as even the United Verde 
and there is no dispute over the as- 
sertion that they have even better sur- 
face indications of large ore bodies. 
The simplest plan for working the Iron 
King ores would be to transport them 
to the United Verde smelter, extending 
the navrow-gauge railway from Jerome 
for that purpose. But the Jerome 
smelter has too little water already 
for its needs, while on the Verde River 
a few thousand feet down the grade, is 
more than plenty. If works ere estab- 
lished on the river it would be a start 
on a smelter that would eventually 
have the reduction of the United Verde 
ores, but this is a large proposition, for 
it would entail the construction of an- 
other railway, to connect the Verde 
valley with the Santa Fe Pacific. Clark 
has had several surveys made of the 
railway routes up the cafions that in- 
dent the Verde walls of the great Mo- 
gollon plateau, but it is understood that 
in all cases the gradients found were 
almost insurmountable.

Henrietta Crossman’s Nell Gwynn. 
[Lestie’s Weekly, November:] An 
unexpected but pronounced success in 
New York was that of Miss Henrietta 
Crosman, at the Bijou, in “Mistress 
Nell.” This talented actress, with a 
very excellent play. written by George 
C. Hazelton, Jr., came to the Bijou al- 
most unannounced, though she had 
scored a substantial triumph in the 
comedy-drama when it was first pro- 
duced at Denver, early last summer. 
But New Yorkers were so busy wel- 
coming their favorites that they gave 
little thought to the charming Miss 
Crosman and her delightful play of 
“Mistress Nell.“ The first performance 
at the Bijou was a revelation. Miss 
Crosman’s success was immediate and 
her triumvh so decisive that it was 
found necessary to prolong her stay 
in the city. When her brief engage- 
ment at the Bijou terminated, “‘Mis- 
tress Nell’ was promptly transferred 
to the Savoy, and crowds continued to 
follow it. The plot is somewhat in the 
line of Zazas. Miss Crosman is Nell 
Gwynn. an ectress at the King’s thea- 
ter, with whom the stage-manager, a 
e, and others, including King 


Charles IJ, are desperately in love. Of 
course the king secures the prize. The 
plot and intrigu*, the comedy and ro- 
mance, which are woven into the per- 
formance give it a refreshing vigor. too 
seidom found upon the stage. And all 
these afford Miss Crosman a superb 
opportunity for the display of her ver- 
satility, an opportunity which she im- 
proves to the utmost. for her perfor- 
mance is faultiess. Nothing could be 
more delightful thar her badinage in 
the ball-room scene and in the closing 
act which follows, in which she appears 
in the raiment of a young man. In this 
disguise she makes an entrance to the 
ball-room, challenges the king, her 
jover, and creates a scene of uproar, 
from which she escapes only by pre- 
cipitate flight through a window which 
she smashes with her sword. In the 
scene which follows she reveals to the 
king that his boyish challenger is the 
woman he loves. This is the climax of 
a thoroughly well-balanced  perfor- 
mance. The support is much better 
than the average. Aubury Bouci- 
cault. as King Charlies II, fully compre- 
hends his part, and William Herbert, 
as Strings, an eccentric old fiddler, is 
a feature of the play. 


Beerbohm Tree in Herod. 

[London Correspondence of the Dra- 
matic Mirror, Nov. 17: The big the- 
atrical sensation of the week has been 
Beerbohm Tree's production of Herod 
at Her Majesty's last Wednesday. This 
four-act tragedy is, you will remember, 
the work of one Stephen Phillips, for- 
merly an actor of small parts with 
George Alexander and others. It was 
Alexander who, in a sense “discovered” 
that Phillips was a real poet, and, in- 
deed, he commissioned the young bard 
to write a play for the St. James. The 


bard anon gave off a tragedy on the 


old story of Paolo and Francesca, and 
Alexander has the play in the theater. 
It was reserved for Tree, however, to 
first introduce Poet Phillips to London 
playgoers. 

And Tree has introduced him nobly. 
No more gorgeous nor more costly pro- 
duction has ever been seen on any 
stage than that which dazzled 


day. There is but one scene in the play, 


but that is indeed a marvel! of beauty 


and realism. It shows the palace and 
court of Herod on the edg\ of the gorge 
of Jerusalem. In each of the acts num- 
bers of citizens, Jews, Samariq@ns, Ro- 
mans, retainers, soldiers, priests, hand- 
maidens, dancing giris, etc., all in most 
wonderful raiment designed by Percy 
Anderson, crowd the court and its 
precincts. Moreover, that new pet and 
colored composer, Coleridge Taylor (who 
has just christened his baby Hiawatha,) 
has providede much excellent music. 
The play, which is couched in smooth 
and often strong blank verse, is for the 
first two acts somewhat eventless. 
Anon however, it wakes up and be- 
comes very strong. Its chief points are: 
(1.) Herod’s King John-like plot to mur- 
der the boy Aristobulus (brother to the 
beautiful Mariamne, whom the mur- 
derer loves to distraction.) (2.) Mari- 
amne’s discovery of Herod's foul in- 
structions in this connection and her 
subsequent scorning of wuxorious 
Hered and all his impa ed plead- 


an!

ings. (3.) Herod’s mad fury tt this and 
his yielding to the implorings of Mari- 
amne's many enemies at court to have 
her also put out of the way. (4.) His 
agpeedy repentance and later madness in 
consequence. | 

The last act is very “intense. Herod, 
who has been wandering about like a 
cross between the late King Nebuchad- 
nezzar and Mynheer Rip Van Winkie. 
returns to the palace, having persuaded 
himself that he only dreamed that 
Mariamne is Most of his people, 
anxious for the tyrant’s strong and 
diplomatic rule again, humor him in 
this delusion, but suddenly the em- 
balmed body of the lovely Mariamne is 
brought in. The King shrieks with ter- 
ror at the sight and stands rigid with 
an attack of catalepsy and never speaks 
again. The whole of the court departs, 
and the mute monarch is left alone 
with the Deautiful corpse. As in th» 
eight or nine previous plays on this 
theme, the poet has been largely in- 
debted to the Hebrew historian, Jo- 
sephus, for the main points of the play. 
Herod has its defects, chiefly the de- 
fects of construction inevitable in so 
ambitious a work of a beginner. But 
it is a fine and powerful play all the 
same, and deserves 10 score a big pe- 
cuntary success. The youthful bard's 
next play venture will be looked for- 
ward to with great interest.

King 
of Sweden. has a small tenor voice, 
and he sings sweet, romances in Del 
met’s style. Nicholas of Russia does 
never sing: he whistles. The Sultan 
Abdul-Hamid sdores music: he docs 
even compose religious pieces, and ‘s 
a good player of piano and organ.

ELECTRIC ROADS IN ITALY. 


On the Italian Adriatic Line, Electric- 
ity is Substituted for Steam over 
Sixty-Six Miles. 
(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMFS.] 
NEW YORK, Nov. 17—Some very 
notable developments have deen 
taking place in Italy in the field 
of clectric railroading. One of the most 
important ee of these advances 
is the employment of high-pressure 
polyphase current for direct application 
to motors. In many respects this work 
is likely to form precedents for similar 
work already proposed in this country. 
On one line, that of the Italian Adri- 
atic Railway Company, electricity is 
now taki the place of steam over 66 
miles of the road. Transformers are 
placed —— the line, reducing the pres- 
sure from 20,000 to 3,000 volts, at 
which pressure the current is delivered 
to the trolley of special form through 
insulated cables direct to the motors.

It 
is proposed to work the system elec- 
trically throughout, utilizing water 
power to generate the current. When 
all the sections connected with the line 
are completed it will be possible to run 
cars through from Calais to the Med- 
iterranean.

LAUNCHED AT BATH, ME.

Large Crowd Witnesses the Christen 
| is of the Unique Warship Sy Miss 
| Boutelle—Vessel One of Four Sister 
Ships Now Under Construction. 


THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.1 
BATH (Me.,) Nay. 2%4.—The United 
States monitor Nevada, in tonnage the 
largest government vessel ever bullt 
by the Bath Iron Works, was launched 
today. The proceeding was witnessed 
by a large number of people, the size 
of the vessel and her unique character 
having attracted wide interest. 

The vessel was released and started 
down the ways in a novel manner by 
Miss Annie C. Boutelle, youngest 


Boutelle, who christened her. The hull, 
held in place until the last moment by 
a careful adjustment of the shoring 
and a strong cable, was set free by 
severing the rope at the proper moment. 
Miss Boutelle used a ‘silver hatchet 
provided by the builders. As the moni- 


telle dashed a bottle of American 
champagne across the bow and chris- 
tened the vessel Nevada.“ 

The Nevada is one of four sister 
ships now under Wo in Ameri- 
can yards. She is „ Single-turret 
monitor, designe’ expressly for harbor 
defense. The dimensions are as fol- 
lows: Length, 252 feet; beam, 50 feet; 
draft, 12 feet 6 inches; displacement, 
3234 tons. Her contract speed is re. 
quired to be 11.5 knots. Her batteries 
will consist of two 12-inch breech- 
loading rifies, four 4-inch rapid-firing 
guns. three 6-pounders and four 
l-pounders. The Nevada is about 75 
per cent. completed.

T HAS been suggested that it 
would be a good thing to have the 
Boers come to America and settle 
along the Kankakee River. In view 
of this fact, a short article on that sec- 
tion might be found interesting to 


many. 

The Kankakee River flows across 
the northern part of Indiana and 
empties into the Illinois. The country 
through which it flows is low; indeed, 
it is said that it is but little above 
the level of Lake Michigan; some 
even declare that the whole section 
was at one time covered by the waters 
of that great inland sea—and really 
the country iteelf seems to bear wit- 
ness to the truth of such a deduction. 

In the winter and spring the river 
becomes swollen and extends over the 
marshes on either side for the space 
of several miles. Then the water 
gradually recedes, and by haying time 
the vast marshes are covered with 
a rank growth of wild grass and pipe- 
stem. This is cut and shipped to Chi- 
cago—immense hay barns being built 
along the Monon Railroad and the 
other lines that cross the Kankakee 

Of late years these marehes are be- 
ing ramified by large drainage canals 
and the land is becoming rapidly 
drained and arable. All over the low-

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| WHITE INDIANS. 
Small Reminant of.a Tribe in New 
Mexico—Said to Be Descendants of 
Prince Madoc of Wales. 


For more than a hundred years the 
question whether there existed in 
America a tribe of white Indians has 
n agitated, and more or less positive 
statements from iearnetl men can be 
quoted on both sides. That the legend 
of a white race had a basis in fact is 
proved by the photograph which is 
published herewith, and which shows, 


in the Pueblo of Zufii, New Mexico. 
Their existence, however, is known to 
very few, and even of those who have 
visited the village not many have seen 
the white Indians, for as a rule they 
keep themselves out of sight. The his- 
tory ot the legend ts interesting. 
From the earliest times more or less 
definite rumors about white Indians 
have been current. In 1791 the Reverend 
Doctor John Williams publist * a 
treatise on the subject, which is now 
very rare, although the impetus which 
e gave the inquiry tiil sur- 
vives. The purpose of the publication 
was to start a subscription fund, to be 
devoted to the exploration of the 
wild parts of America beyond the Ohio 
River,” where the author was sure the 
long-sought white men would be found. 
In his own mind there was not the 
slightest doubt that these whites were | 
descendants of Prince Madoc of Wales, 
who, according to the old Welsh legend. 
left his native country soon after 1170 
D., on_account ef family dissension, 
and sailed out to the West, leaving 
Ireland on his right hand. 
According to the ancient bards, 
Prince Madoc returned in. the course 
of time with glowing acaounts of a new 
country he had discovered, and gather- 
— his adherents about him he set 
again for the West, to the land 
which he had found, and was never 
efterward heard of. Dr. Williams 
contended that the white Indians were 
the descendants of these twelfth cen- 
tury Welshmen, and whatever may be 
of his conclusion his argument 
ainly worth consideration. He 
cited the many reports concerning these 
Indians then current, particularly the 
account of a man named Rimington, 
a native of Engiand, who had met 
the white Indians at a grand trading 
Meeting, or Indian fair, at the forks 
of the Ohio. He was told that they 


came from a remote district, west of 
the Mississippi. Rimington’s compan-,

About 1877 J. H. Beadle, a newspaper 
correspondent, visited Zul. He men- 
tions a book which those Indians had, 
and which they regarded great 
Teverence, although they could not 


read it. | 

can be no doubt that the white 
Indiane at Zufil are albinos. There are 
four others at the Moki villiages and 
several scattered among the Pueblos. In 

manners, customs, language, 
they are like their fellowe, but their 
com is very fair; they are, in- 
deed. much whiter than the average 
white man who has ! much in the 
open air. Their hair is a tawny yellow, 
instead of the jet black, which charac- 
terizes the Indian. Their eyes are so 
weak that they have to keep them 
closed in the sunlight, as shown in the 
photograph. This is due, doubtless, to 
the absence of coloring matter in the 
iris. As the skin lacks that protection 
also, the people suffer very much from 
sunburn, where the regular Indian is 
almost as immune as a negro. Their 
eyelids and lips ore always sore, and 
it is probably on account of their 
dread of the sunlight that so few trav- 
elere have seen them. 

To those who have seen these curious 
freaks they give the impression at first 
that they are Irishmen dressed as In- 
dians, for their faces have a decidedly 
Celtic cast. The only way, however, in 
which they differ from the other mem- 
bers of the tribe is in the absence cf 
coloring matter in the skin and hair. 
The caure of this albinoleém has not 
been determined; it may be due to close 
intermarriage within the family, an in- 
evitable result of the social system of 
the Pueblos, and their organization 
under the clan or gens system.—[Cos- 
mos Mindeleff in Scientific American.]

{London Standard:] To obtain fuel 
from the Arctic regions seems almost a 
paradox, but our Berlin correspondent 
informs us this morning that good 
seams of coal have been found on the 
western side of Spitzbergen, and are to 
be worked on the most approved bus- 
iness principles. That carboniferous 
rocks existed in the island has n 
known for some time, but during the 
last summer experts were dispatched 
from Norway to asce n whether the 
mineral was sufficiently abundant and 
accessible to be worth working. Their 
reports are most favorable. Good fur- 
nace coal has been found in Green Har- 
bor, on the south side of the entrance 
of Ice Fjord, which pierces so deeply 
into the western flank of the principal 
island that the latter is almost cut up 
into three parts by the meeting of in- 
lets from opposite coasts.

A NEW YORK ASSOCIATION'S PLAN TO GIVE 


THEM FARMS TO LIVE ON. 


[New York World:] Twenty thousand persons died of 
tuberculosis in the State of New York last year, and the 
Health Board is authority for the assertion that it is 
alarmingly on the increase. A new champion has taken up 
the cause of this class of unfortunates. 

Dr. J. Austin Kelly of Brooklyn has organized a society 
which purpos:s to establish colon:cs for con:umptives in the 
northern part of this State. In Colorado the attempt is 
now being made to colonize the unfortunates who go thither 
im the hope of restoration to health. 

A plot of ground nearly five thousand acres in extent in 
Northern New York has been purchased and this will be 
laid out im mall farms, each having its own house, 
patch and vineyard. Efforts will be made to 
minds of the patients by giving them light work 
allowing them to sit down in idleness and watch their 
companions die while they themselves waste away. 

“The Indigent Consumptives’ Association,” of 
Kelly is president, has practically decided 
of small farms rather than one large one. 
arate the afflicted persons and will give them 
chance to recover. It will also be an additional 


against contagion, which is greatly increased in large 


communities.

“The consumptive patient nearly always dies if he or 
she be isolated from friends and restricted only to the com- 
panionship of incurables.

Except 
that the patients will be restricted to certain hygienic 
rules, they will have the utmost freedom. 

“The appropriation of $50,000 by the last Legislature for 
the purpose of establishing a hospital for consumptives 
in the Adirondacks is all right and will do much good; 
but all hospitals re open to the chjection I have cited. 
We hope to start our first colony next month, and the co- 
operation of philanthropic men and women is relied upon 
for ultimate success. We hope to have twenty farms, wth 
colonies upon them, in two or three yeara.”

[London Globe: ] It tas often kern remarked that while 
nothing is so uncertain 2s the durat cn of any given humas 
life, nothing is more certiin than the aggregate of years 
which may be assigred to a group of 10o persons or more 
at any particular age. The exp:c‘ation of life at a given 
age, to use the actuarial picaze, differs c_nsiderably, as 
might be expected, in different countries, and Englishmen 
may be surprised to learn that they are not the longest 
living amorg the white races. At the age of 20 an Eng- 
lishman in average kealth may expect to live forty-two 
years, and any life office will grant him a follcy based on 
that probability. The American’s expectation is for a 


slightly longer per od. On the other hand, a German lad
